H eath, C hairm an of th e C om m ittee on Con­ 
stitutional A m endm ents, reported back Assem ­ 
bly C onstitutional A m endm ent No. 7, and re­ 
com m ended its passage as am ended. 
Porter offered a resolution, th a t w hen the 
H ouse adjourned for-thc day th a t it do so until 
M onday, August 9th. at 2 p. m. Carried. 
On m otion of H eath, the rules w ere suspended 
and C onstitutional A m endm ent No. 7, as am end­ 
ed by the com m ittee, w as read the first tim e. 
It 
is an ann n d m e u tto J-’ection 25, Article IV., and 
provides th a t special legislation shall not be 
nad upon certain subjects, and concluding : 
'• But nothing in th is section shall prevent the 
Legislature from passing law s having local ap­ 
plication, regulating th e diversion, d istrib u í:ou 
and use of w ater for irrigation, and th e construc­ 
tion an d regulation of canals, ditches and other 
w orks therefor, as th e sam e m ay be specially 
required, iu any county or counties, or in any 
district created by law for th a t purpose.” 
Hussey, C hairm an of the Com m ittee on At­ 
taches, read the list of clerks, door-keepers and 
porters, aud th e am ount of salary each was al­ 
low ed per day.

AMENDMENTS PR01*0SED. 
By M orris—Proposed am endm ent to Article 
VI. of th e C onstitution, relative to the Judicial 
D epartm ent. 
[The am endm ent provides that 
Justices of the .Supreme Court shall receive 
$10,0W per year, payable m onthly, an d Superior 
Judges shall receive $4,000 a year, except those 
in San Francisco, A lam eda, San Joaquin, Los 
Angeles, S anta Clara. Yuba an d S u tter com ­ 
bined, Sacram ento, Butte. N evada and Sonoma, 
w hich shall receive $5.000 each.] R eferred to 
C om m ittee on <Constitutional A m endm ents. 
By M orris- A proposed am endm ent to Article 
VI. of th e C onstitution, relative to the Judicial 
D epartm ent. [The proposition is to add a sec­ 
tion to A rticle VI.. as follows: W henever any 
Judge of th e Suprem e or Superior Court shall 
become incapacitated for th e perform ance o f 
th e duties o f the office he m ay, by law , be re­ 
tired from office upon h a lf salary for th e balance 
o f th e term lor w hich he was’ elected. A va­ 
cancy so created shall be filled as o th er v acan­ 
cies.]

The Seuute Com m ittee ou Ju d iciary h eld a 
session yesterday, im m ediately after the a d ­ 
journm ent, Senator Cross presiding. T he first

bill tak en up for consideration was Senate Bill 
No. J. introduced by Mr. W right, repealing Sec­ 
tion 1122 of the Civil Code, w hich provision 
read s: “ The rights of riparian proprietors are 
not affected by the provisions of th is title.’* 
Mr. Days spoke at some length, giving bis 
view s ceuerally on the irrigation subject, and 
concluded by offering an am endm ent to the 
bill repealing the 
entire chapter. 
Lost. A 
m otion to report th e bill favorably was adopted. 
T he next bill tak en up was Senate Bill No. 14, 
introduced by Mr. Cross, am ending Section 1238 
of the Code of civ il Procedure, defining the 
rig h t o f em inent dom ain. T he scope o f th e bill 
is to declare th e rights of m iners to th e catch ­ 
m ent of w aters in the m ountains, 
adding 
• w aters, w ater rights, dam sites, reservoir 
sites, dam», reservoiis,” to the ex istin g law. 
T he explanation of tlie a u th o ro f the bill is th a t 
it declares rights w hich, although not denied, 
a re not specially defined by the Code. T he bill 
was ordered reported favorably. 
T he com m ittee th en adjourned. 
SENATE IRRIGATION COMMITTEE. 
A m eeting of th e Senate Com m ittee on irri­ 
gation and W ater R ights w as held yesterday 
afternoon. Senator Taylor presiding. Consider­ 
ation w as resum ed of Mr. Saxe’s St nate bill No. 
12. “ An Act to define riparian rights.” 
T he a u th o r o f th e biii spoae at some length 
on the m erits of his bill, quoting liberally from 
th e recent decision c i th e suprem e Court "in the 
case ot Lux 
M iller vs. H aggiu «fc Carr in sup­ 
port o f his argum ent. 
.Mr. Cross said he could see some reason in 
the bill—a t least in th e in te n t—and it was 
w orthy of serious consideration 
He w anted to 
see the rip arian 
proprietors have sufficient 
w afer for th eir ow n uses, an d yet he did not 
th in k th e deserts should alw ays be left barreu. 
It would not b e ju st to say th at eith er the ripa- 
riauist or irrigator should be wholly deprived 
o f som e of the w aters flowing in th e stream s. 
T he Courts say th e laws of the state have never 
clearly defined w hat are the rights of riparian 
ow ners, an d here is a declaration, or an a t­ 
tem pt, to define those rights, so th at the Courts 
m ay in th e future have some legislative action 
in th e prem ises t? guide them . 
Mr. Reddy said he could see no use in repeal­ 
ing Section 1422 of the Civil Code (reported fa­ 
vorably by the Judiciary Committee) if the bill 
u n d e r’consideration should be passed. Should 
Section 1422 be re¡*ealed, all future sales of lands 
by the State would not entail the rights to w ater 
heretofore recognized a* belonging to riparian 
ists. As it now is. th at section has the effect of 
sh u ttin g out from the rivers iu th e San Joaquin 
valley everybody but th e riparian owners. Any 
one else w ould be a trespasser there. 
If this 
section be m aintained the riparian ow ner m ay 
deprive tow ns and villages of th e right to use 
w ater for dom estic purposes. 
We should do all 
w e can to rem ove th is obstacle to th e settlem ent 
and developm ent of lands outlying from the 
stream s. 
If o u r Legislature had in early days 
adopted th e civil law instead of the com m on 
law <w hich m enus com m on ruin) the Courts 
w ould not have been called upon to affirm the 
present condition of affairs. There is every rea­ 
son for the repeal of th is com m on law. and for 
th e non-passage of th e bill under consideration, 
w hich, in h iso p iu io u . upheld the principles of 
th e com m on law . 
Mr. Cn»ss—Y our idea, Senator, is th at the 
w ater should be given to those **ho w ill m uke 
th e best use o f it ? 
R eddv—Yes : w hen the case is free and open, 
an d priv ate rights and property not interfered 
w ita. 
Cross—W ell, now . suppose Mr. Haggin over 
here had on his ranch a lot of jackasses w hich 
he was p utting to no valuable use, would you 
propose to take an d distrib u te them about to 
o thers th at would use them ? 
R eddy—No. s ir : there are too m auy jackasses 
already distributed over to e country. This is 
w hy tlie riparian doctrine has been put in force. 
[G reat laughter.] 
L ater ou in th e discussion. Mr. .Spencer asked 
Mr. Reddy of w hat use—u nder his view of the 
situation—w ere th e bills now proposed to the 
L egislature. 
Mr. Reddy replied th a t he was uot 
sure th at any of them could be effective—per­ 
haps not ail o f them together. 
Mr. C'ross—Are we not in about th e sam e po­ 
sition th at th e m em bers o f th e C nustiiuttoual 
C onvention found them selves w hen dealing 
w ith th e C hinese question? We w ere all de- 
sin* s of doing som ething to rem edy th e evil, 
but w ere not sure th a t we could effect au y th in g 
—iu th e face of th e F ederal C onstitution—th a t 
w ould reach th e e v il 
Mr. Spencer—Except to do som ething that 
w ould look w ell in print. 
Mr. R eddy spoke at considerable length, and 
a ru n n in g debate ensued betw een him self and 
Messrs. Cross an d Spencer, covering all im agin­ 
able phases o f th e irrigation question. 
In reply to a question by Mr. Cross, as to 
w h eth er or not th e rip arian ist should be a l­ 
low ed any w ater a t all. H r. R eddy said th at 
w hen ail th e w ater was dem anded for irriga­ 
tion ill th e co u n try above him , it should be 
tak en from th e rip arian ist dow n below —every 
bit o f it. Only he w ould have a law to eo u - 
dem n and pav him him for his property. 
Mr. Spencer said 
n atu ral justice dem ands 
th at th e first sett ers upon th e rivers are en­ 
titled to as m uch of th e w ater flowing through 
th e ir lands a* th eir needs require. It was v< ry 
strange th a t if th is question of irrigation h as 
been such a m om entous one we d id not hear 
a im h in g about 
the rights I of appropriatora 
w hen th e C onstitutional C onvention was iu ses­ 
sion a few rear*? ago. 
He w anied to know why 
he. as a riparianist, should not have th e right 
to th e w ater flow ing through his laud for the 
purpose of disposing o f it to irrigator? iu his 
neighborhood,»’here he could supply a thousand 
fam ilies, instead o f giving th a t exclusive right 
to persons lo u se th e w ater higher u p o n th e 
-tream . w here only fifty fam ilies m ight be sup­ 
plied

ASSV1MULY COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND­ 
MENTS. 
T he Assembly Com m ittee on C onstitutional 
A m endm ents m et yesterday afternoon and de- 
eided t<> m ake the following r* com m endations: 
T h at Yule’s proposed am endm ent. No. 11. rela­ 
tive to th e reorganization of th e suprem e Court, 
do not pass. 4 hat C arter’s (of Solano) proposed 
am endm ent to A rticle NJX.. declaring th at the 
w ater of natu ral stream s are public property, 
but construing th at riparian ow ners w ere appro- 
priators. do not pass, having been covered by 
th e Edw ards am endm ent. 


TH E TRIAL O F THE JUDGES, 


D avid S. T ern - <»onie days ago filed charges 
w ith the Assembly, in w hich he stated th a t R. 
F. M orrison, Chief Justice of th e Suprem e Court, 
and John R. Sharpstein, Associate Justice, have 
since th e ir election to th eir office becom e p er­ 
m anently incom petent, by reason of both physi­ 
cal and ’m ental infirm ity, to discharge the d u ­ 
ties of th eir office. A com m ittee of seven w ere 
appointed to investigate th e charges, an d the 
Judges w ere »ub]*euaed to appear be fore them 
yesterday afternoon. 
T he com m ittee consists of Morris. C hairm an ; 
M eJunkin, Gregory, Ashe. M cGlashau, H enry 
and Davis. 
At 1 p. m. an executive session was held in th e 
parlor of tire Golden Eagle Hotel, in o rd er to 
agree upon a plan of procedure. They agreed 
to adjourn to the suprem e Court-room, au d con 
duct the exam ination w ith open doors. 
T he m eet ing at the Capitol was called to order 
a t 3 F. m . by th e C hairm an, Morris, a ll o th er 
m em bers being present except M cJuukin. 
T he charges m ade by Judge Terry and the 
resolutions passed by th e House w ere r e a d : 
THE JUDGES* REPLY. 
T he following letter was read by the Secre 
tary: 
S a n F r a n c i s c o , August 5,1886. 
To (hr lion. \l'm. 11. Turka, Spealxr of the Assem­ 
bly o j th' Stair of California—tfm: 
We are in re­ 
ceipt of a notice dated July 30th, I » ’*, request­ 
ing o u r atten d an ce before a com m ittee oi the 
Assembly w ith a view to an investigation 
touching our capacity to discharge th e duties 
devolved upon us as m em bers ot the Suprem e 
court. 
We are also in receipt of c .p ie so l cer­ 
tain charges m ade against us, an d also of the 
resolutions of th e Assembly appointing the 
com m ittee and em pow ering it to send for per­ 
sons and papers. 
W hile entertaining the highest respect for the 
Assembly of the State, we feel we would lie 
w anting in the proper discharge of the high 
trust im posed ui*>n us by the people as m em ­ 
bers of the Judicial D epartm ent of the State 
should we fail carefully to guard th e iudepeu 
deuce of the co-ordinate branch ot th e govern­ 
m ent com m itted In part to o u r charge. 
The harm onious an d efficient ojieration o f our 
political system depends upon its checks and 
balances, and it m ust be adm itted th a t th e in ­ 
dependence o f each of th e three g reat d ep art­ 
m ents of G overnm ent is essential to th e p er­ 
m anency of our free institutions. 
Recognizing fully th e pow erof th e tw o houses 
of th e Legislature to rem ove Judges o f the Su­ 
prem e Court by coucurrent resolution, as pro­ 
vided in Article VI., Section 10. of th e C onstitu­ 
tion of the State, such action can only be taken 
for an adequate cause and after an opportunity 
afforded such Judges of being heard in th eir 
defense before the two houses in whom this 
great pow er is vested. 
Member? of the Judiciary D epartm ent of the 
G overnm ent cannot, u nder th e C onstitution, be 
tried by a body ot lesser dignity in the G overn­ 
m en t th an th e houses of th e Legislature, nor 
can such pow er be delegated to a com m ittee or 
less num ber th«n an organized house. 
We cannot, therefore, construe -the resolution 
o f th e Assembly referred to as o th er th an one 
for th e purpose of ascertaining by prelim inary 
investigation w hether the Judges against wlibin 
such charges have been m a le shall be pu t upon 
th e ir trial. 
Should we be cited by the honorable Assembly 
to answ er any charges’a rising u nder the Consti­ 
tu tio n a n d laws, we w ill prom ptly appear and 
m ake our defense; bu t m ust, lor tlie reasons 
stated, respectfully decline to recognize any 
com m ittee a- vested w ith jurisdiction to h ear 
am i determ ine any accusation against us. 
W ith full confidence th a t you an d th e honor­ 
able body over w hich you preside will read in 
this com m unication, not an attem pt to obstruct 
the legitim ate exercise o f th e pow er ot the 
Legislature, but rath er a desire to protect the.iu- 
dependeucc of th e judiciary, and w ith the con­ 
viction th a t as th e Courts have n ever failed to 
m aintain legislators in the lull and un tram ­ 
m eled discharge o f th eir legitim ate functions, 
so you an d they will not upon reflection fail to 
approve in us a determ ination to m aintain the 
rig h ts an d im m unities o f th a t bran eh o f the 
governm ent o f w hich we are a part, and upon 
whose absolute freedom o f action every citizen 
of th e State, from the highest to the hum blest, 
has n deep and abiding interest. 
We have th e honor to rem ain, yours respect­

M cGlashau moved th a t the com m unication be 
incorporated in the m inutes, and th a t th e com ­ 
m ittee proceed w ith th e investigation. So or­ 
dered. 
EXAMINATION OF WITNESS ?. 
D avid .S. Terry was th en asked to introduce 
his witnesses. This he did au d conducted the 
exam ination. 
J. J. Paulsell, D eputy Clerk of the Suprem e 
Court, was th e first w itness called, and w as 
asked by Judge T erry to produce the proceed­ 
ings in ta n k of the suprem e Court from the 10th 
day of July, 1Ks5, t*»the 1st of August, 1886, aud 
to state how m auy opinions had been filed in 
th at tim e. 
Also th e num ber th at had been 
w ritten by Just «íes Morrison atul Sharpstein In 
that tim e’ The C lerk stated th at he w ould have 
to exam ine som e 200 pages o f records„ an d it 
w ould take him som e little tim e to do so. 
In order to facilitate the exam ination, the 
questions «>1 Judge 
Terry were reduced to 
w riting and handed to th e clerk, who was re­ 
quested to retire and form ulate au answ er as 
soon as p o sib le. 
Judge W. w. Cope w as the next witness. 
He 
had known Judge M orrison ior fourteen or 
fifteen years; was quite well acquainted w ith 
him ; he was attacked w ith a serious ailm ent 
some tim e after his e le c tio n -a stroke of p aral­ 
ysis th a t rendered him unable to do m uch phys­ 
ical labor: he did uot th in k th e paralytic stroke 
interiered w ith his m ental faculties: he knew 
of som e noted cases o f paralysis w hich did not 
in th e least interfere w ith the parties’ m ental 
faculties. 
Sam uel J. T ilden suffered from a 
p aral}tic stroke of tw enty years’ standing, yet 
th ere was uot a Dem ocrat living v% ho would 
say th at his m ental faculties w ere in the least 
im paired. He did not know how m any opinions 
Chief Justice Morrison had w ritten.’ As C hief 
Justice, it was uot expected he should write 
m any opinions, but more* to act as a revising 
Judge ot (be different departm ent?. 
So far as 
Judge M orrison’s m ind is concerned, it is now 
and has been for som e tim e back as clear as it 
ever was. 
His right arm was not affected, and 
he tr&iks from his residence to the cham bers 
every day. 
In answ er to questions by the com m ittee, 
Judge Cope said he thought th a t Morrison’s 
m ind was perfectly clear now. Sharpstcin was 
attacked, some tim e since, w ith erysinelas and 
neuralgia, but he seems to be rapidly regaining 
b ish e a ith . 
F o ra tim e th in k bis m ental and 
physical capacity was 
som ew hat 
im paired. 
Meet him at lunch alm ost every day. am i think 
his m ental faculties at th is tim e unim paired. 
I). S. Terry said th a t was all the witnesses he 
w ished to exam ine u ntil th e Deputy Suprem e 
Court Clerk answ ered th e questions propounded 
to him . 
M cGlashau said there w ere several present 
representing th e o th er side, and suggested th at 
the tim e be tilled in by asking them to testify, 
an d requested Judge Terry to propound the 
questions. 
Judge Terry handed the w itness volum e 8 of 
the W est (toast R eporter, open at page 156, the 
case of People vs. Sullivan, an opinion w ritten 
by Judge Morrison. N ovem ber 19. 1886, saying, 
‘‘Read th at, and see if you think h isin tellect was 
as good w hen he w rote th at as it was before he 
was paralyzed ?” 
Judge (tope read the decision aloud, and ad­ 
ded a t th e close, “ I see the decision was con­ 
curred in by My rick and T hornton. In w hat 
respect do you criticise it ?” 
Judge Terry—He incorporates questions and 
answ ers objections, the argum ents of counsel, 
etc. Did you ever see th a t in any o ther opinion? 
Judge Cope siiid he had in a certain noted 
M ichigan will case, and found such m em oran­ 
dum to be m ost valuable. He did not rem em ber 
ever seeing one ju st like th e one u nder con­ 
sideration, but h ad seen som e.sim ilar. 
Judge Terry—Don’t you know th a t for tw elve 
m onths post he has not perform ed the office of 
C hief Justice? 
Judge Cope—I know th at McKee has presided 
in his absence. The Court has recently been 
divided up. p art in San Francisco, p art in Los 
Angolés; Judge M orrison going to Los Angeles 
au-i Judge McKee rem aining in San Francisco. 
Judge S. M. VYil-on said he had know n M orri­ 
son for upw ar 1? of tw enty-five years. Some 
tim e after his election he was attack ed w ith se­ 
rious illness, w hich had not left him entirely, 
he still being physically weak. 
He was unable, 
how ever, to detect any difference in the Chief 
Justice m entally ; th in k his m ental faculties 
are unim paired. H e perhaps cannot w ork as 
m any hours a day as form erly, but still don’t 
th in k his physi- al infirm ities interfere in the 
perform ance of his m ental labors. He had seen 
some o f th e brightest m inds in a feeble shell, 
and noticed as instances C hief Justice Taney 
and th e late Sam uel J. Tilden. 
Mr. Felton was 
sim ilarly effected. Judge D w indle h ad a sim ­ 
ilar stroke. but each continued th e ir business 
w ithout apparent interruption. 
He had de­ 
tected no difference in Judge M orrison’s de­ 
cisions since th e paralytic stroke. 
Don’t know 
as M orrison had w ritten opinions in any im ­ 
portant case in the past two years, but he has 
participated in th e trials. 
Did not th iu k it w as 
so strange a thing for a Judge to quote in his 
decision evidence th at was objected to in the 
Court below. 
Judge Terry—Can youTefer to an y sim ilar d e ­ 
cision to th a t o f the People vs. Sullivan ? 
Judge W ilson—I don't know as I can. bul I 
presum e I could find hundreds of them . 
Judge Terry—Well, you w ouldn't w rite one 
lik e it? 
Judge Wilson—I don’t know w hy I should not. 
Two J udges co n cu rre! in th a t decision.and it sus­ 
tained the Court below. 1 certainly d o n 't th in k 
all four o f these Judges w ere m en-’ally incapac­ 
itated. 
I very often read decisions of the higher 
Court w hich I don’t consider good law . but it is 


lu n ch aud on th e bench. 
Judge John Curry—H ad know u Judge Mor­ 
rison for upw ards of thirty years, 
lie was p ar­ 
alyzed some tim e s’nee, but it affected him so 
little th a t it w as not noticeable upon th e bench. 
His rem arks are all right, and a person would 
not know of his infirm ity by seeing him upon 
the bench or hearing him ta lk if he was not 
told of it. 
He had argued some eases before 
him in the past two years, and hud beeu present

Judge sharpstein w hen D istrict Judge, w hile 
Judge of the Tw elfth D istrict Court, also since 
lie w ent on the Suprem e bench. 1 have been 
u n able to discover any difference m entally, or 
any physical inability to discharge th e duties of 
his office. 
In my opinion, both of these gentle­ 
m en are as m entally capable to discharge the 
duties of th eir office to-day as at any tim e d u r­ 
ing th e tim e they hav e held office. 
T. I. Bergin, the n ex t w itness, said he had 
know u both the Judges for m auy years. He 
frequently m et Sharpstein an d h ad pleasant 
chats w ith him ou m atters social, political and 
legal, 
lie did not know w h eth er Sharpstein 
had w ritten m auy opinions lately or not. 
He 
read th e decisions o f th e Court w ithout refer­ 
ence as to w hich one of th e Judges w rote the 
opinion. 
He regarded it a great pleasure for 
any m an to be acquainted w ith Judge Morrison. 
H e h ad a stroke of paralysis som e tim e since 
w hich for a tim e im paired his physical facul­ 
ties. 
Judge Terrj-—H ave they not largely increased 
the calen d ar’since they cam e upon the bench ? 
Mr. Bergin—I th in k not, sir. They had a large 
legacy of old cases w hen they took th eir office. 
H ad know n Sharpstein for som e fifteen years. 
Had seen him several tim es lately an d held ten 
and fifteen-ir.lnote conversations w ith him . 
In answ er to a series of questions by Me- 
G lashau, Mr. Bergin said : 
I can only give you 
m y opinion. 1 knew Judge M orrison before he 
w ent on th e bench. They have had m ore to do 
th an did th eir predecessors—extraordinary am i 
prerogative w rits—a new C onstitution upon 
w hich they h a d to place definite and Judicial 
construction W hile you. Judge Terry, occupied 
a sea t upon th e Judicial bench the num ber of 
your opinions wi re not nearly so large as those 
of your associates. The m ere m atter of not 
w riting a large num ber of opinions «loes not 
involve 
incapacity—it m ay be slothfulness. 
You cannot judge of th e am ount of labor a 
Judge perform s by th e reading o f the opinions 
o f th e Court. 
Judge L. B. M izner, th e n ex t witness, said he 
had been intim ately acquainted w ith Judge 
Morrison for upw ard of 43 years. They were 
born in adjoining counties, w ere boys together, 
and classm ates in college. He was called to the 
bedside of Judge M orrison im m ediately after he 
w as stricken w ith paralysis. It had no effect 
w hatever upon his m ental powers, but h asupon 
his physical powers. His m ind, his intellectu­ 
ality, is as good to-day as it was four years ago, 
although he cannot get around as actively as he 
could then. Don’t th in k his m em ory is affected 
in the least. In conversation regarding th eir 
college sports a few days since, he seemed to be 
and was perfectly bright. Saw him at 10o’clock 
last night at the Occidental Hotel, enjoying him ­ 
self w ith th e G. A. K. people. He w alks up 
stairs unaided. He cannot control the fingers of 
his left h an d an d he shuffles som ew hat w ith his 
left foot. 
He perhaps is a little depressed iu 
spirits ; is not us jovial an d jolly as he was w hen 
a boy, nor so active as w hen I saw him in the 
heat of th e battle o f B uena Vista in 1847, w hen 
he and I w ere m em bers o f the sam e com pany of 
Illinois volunteers. Jlis speech is uot a t all af­ 
fected. if so, I have not noticed it. 
W. 8. Woods, of the law firm o f Lloyd & 
Woods, .San Francisco, sai«l lie had know n Mor­ 
rison fo r30 years. First becam e acquainted w ith 
him w hen h e was D istrict A ttorney of Sacra­ 
m ento county. 
K new of lib physical troubles, 
but was positive from seeing him daily th a t his 
m ental faculties w ere not in th e least im paired. 
He knew Sharpstein w ell. 
He h ad been physi­ 
cally prostrated for a tim e, bu t hud recovered 
and’ was a? m entally sound as w hen he first 
look his seat oil the bench. 
John MeComb, a San Francisco real estate 
agent, lmd beeu m ost in tim a eiy acquainted 
with S harpstein for m any venís. 
W hen the 
new* cam e from Sacram ento thr.t th e Legisla­ 
ture had discovered th at Sharpstein was an im ­ 
becile he im m ediately called to sec liiin. It was 
untrue, sh arp stein was a m an of as sound 
m ind as th e Judge w ho was propounding these 
questions and conducting th is exam ination, or 
any of th e m em bers o f the Assembly th at com ­ 
posed this investigating com m ittee. He th o u g h t 
S harpstein’s m en tal faculties w ere on a par 
w ith th at ol any m em ber o f th e « cliforniu Leg 
islature. At present he is in th e enjoym ent of 
perfect health, aud in pot-session oí .til His fac­ 
ulties. 
At th is ju n ctu re Mr. Paulsell, th e Deputy 
C lerk, entered and said he w as ready to report. 
In response to th e questions propounded by 
Judge Terry, h e found th a t du rin g th e tim e 
stated (since Ju ly 10.1885) th e Suprem e Court 
h ad rendered 574 decisions, viz : B ank.

S a n F r a n c is c o August 0th.—At the third 
day’s session of the National Encam pm ent 
to-day, the Committee on Resolutions sub­ 
m itted a report denouncing 
polygamy. 
T hat Congress be asked to pass such laws 
as will eradicate the evil from the country. 
A feature of the afternoon session was a 
discussion over the service pension bill. 
The Departm ent of M assachusetts offered n 
resolution favoring the passage by Congress 
of the Loring bill, which provides a pen­ 
sion of $S a m onth to every surviving sol­ 
dier and sailor of She war, w hether crippled 
or not. The Committee on Resolutions, to 
whom the m atter was referred, reported 
adversely. 
Bennett, ot Indiana, subm itted a m inority 
report, favoring the measure. 
A vote was first taken on the same and 
defeated by 327 to 8t>. 
The m ajority report against the $8 meas­ 
ure was then adopted. 
Several efforts were made during the day 
to bring up the consideration of the next 
Encam pm ent place, but w ithout avail. 
A 
session is to he held this evening, when it 
is expected both the selection of Encam p­ 
m ent and election of officers will be accom­ 
plished. 
At the evening session. St. I,ouis was se­ 
lected as the place of the next National 
Encam pm ent by a vote of 213 to 171 for 
Nashville. 
The Encam pm ent then proceeded to the 
election of a Oommander-in-Chiof. 
Corporal Tanner, of New York, was pro­ 
posed by Patch, of M assachusetts; after 
which I.ucien Fairchild, of W isconsin: 
John Burst, of Illinois: John P. Rhea, of 
M innesota; and John A. Reynolds, of New 
York, were placed in nom ination, with

re su lt:

of votes cast, 111 ; necessary to a choice, 
222. Tanner, 112; Fairchild, 158; Burst, 
71; Reynolds, 37 ; Rliea, 62. 
Reynolds withdrew in favor of Fairchild, 
and the second ballot was proceeded w ith. 
W hen 377 votes had been cast on the sec­ 
ond ballot it was shown that Fairchild had 
received 22i), or seven m ere than necessary 
to elect. 
A motion was then made to muke his 
election unanim ous, and was carried.

SPEECH BY GENERAL 611ERMAN. 
D uring the proceedings of the encam p­ 
m ent General Sherm an read an address. 
H e spoke of the origin of the oriier. and 
of the part the members bad taken in the 
civil war, and then said : 
Men w ho have only engaged in u single but­ 
tle, or a single cam paign, are apt to dw ell on it 
as the only one ever fought, am i m any of us are 
apt to assum e th a t ou r w ar was the only conflict 
o f arm s w orthy of record. ((tilers have pre- 
eeeded it, an d others w ill succeed it. 
We now, 
w ith a retrospect o f only tw enty one years, 
realize 
th a t 
the 
civil w ar 
in 
Am erica 
was but a 
single 
step in 
tlie 
progress 
o f th e w orld to a 
n earer and higher civiliz­ 
ation. 
T he revolutionary w ar dem onstrated 
th at the thirteen colonies planted by Europe on 
th e coast of A m erica had attain ed m anhood, 
and h ad th e natu ral right to a s-u m e a llits 
functions, am ong them independence. The w ar 
of 1812 dem onstrated th a t th is new nation was 
capable of defending itself, not only w ith in its 
own dom ains, hut on the high seas, an d every­ 
w here. T hen the M exican w ar of 1816-7 dem ­ 
onstrated 
th at 
o u r race 
an d 
in sti­ 
tutions 
m ust 
reach 
from 
ocean 
to 
ocean, 
from 
th e 
lakes 
to- 
th e 
Gulf, 
w ith am ple room for developm ent. 
And Anally 
tlie civil w ar dem onstrated th a t we, its citizens, 
could defend th e G overnm ent against th e g reat­ 
est of all enem ies—ourselves." 
He th e n gave 
an interesting account of the causes w hich led 
to th e M exican w ar, an d o f th e subsequent 
history of th at war, and the conquest of Cali­ 
fornia by th e 1’nited States, w ith th e parts 
played by G eneral Frem ont, Commodore Float, 
an d others. Fpeaking o f his ow n share in th e 
operations, he told how th e battery to w hich lie 
was attached was sent around th e “ H orn," 
leaving Xevv York, July 14. 1846, an d arriving at 
M onterey, January 29, 1817. 
H e com pared 
tlie c edition of C alifornia at th a t tim e w ith its 
present prosperity, an d then reverting to tlie 
benefits of th e civil w ar, closed as follows: 
14 You, m y beloved com rades of th e w ar of 
1861-5, have abundant reason for your faith in 
the m ajesty aud security of this new Uuion 
hound together iu harm ony by rivers and 
m ountaius, an d by hands of steel, euch State 
controlling its ow n property and interests,w ith a 
strong G overnm ent over all. 
Yet in your Con­ 
ventions 
a n d feasts 
you 
can well spare 
some w ords of cheer to your older com rades of 
th e M exican w ar, w ho did so m uch to enlarge 
the national dom ain, aud m ake possible the 
glorious work you afterw ard so thoroughly ac­ 
com plished. 
We cannot expect to tarrv long to 
enjoy the fruits of o u r labor, blit untold genera­ 
tions of intelligent m en and beautiful women 
w ill he here to protect, defend aud m aintain 
these conquests, and in the m eantim e we have 
a right to be proud and content th at in our (lav 
and generation we have largely contributed to 
build up an d strengthen the fabric of the Gov­ 
ernm ent fashioned by otir fathers, sanctified by 
th e great nam e of W ashington, m ade doubly 
precious by the noble virtues ot our m artyred 
Lincoln, and crow ned by th e achievem ents of 
o u r com rade G rant.’4 


LAPIES’ RELIEF CORPS. 
At the afternoon session of the National 
Convention, W om an's Relief Corps, in Irv­ 
ing H all, yesterday, Mrs. Elizabeth Kiefer, 
National installing Officer, read her annual 
report, embracing a list of all subordinate 
corps instituted since the last Convention 
in Portland, Maine. 
Mrs. Deborah King, National Inspector, 
reud a long leport, showing, generally, the 
flourishing condition of the various'State 
departments. Of this State it was reported 
that tlie departm ent was organizad Febru­ 
ary 20, 1885. 
The D epartm ent Inspector, 
E m m a A. Rice, reports 17 corps; num ber 
of members in good standing, 735; am ount 
of m oney in the relief fund. $827 40; 
am ount expended for charity, $550 12. The 
organization of corps during the past year 
has increased wonderfully, and it shows 
conclusively that tlie D epartm ent of Cali­ 
fornia has been wisely administered. 
Relative to a proposed organization of 
“ Daughters of Veterans," a warm discus­ 
sion ensued. 
Finally, a resolution was 
adopted protesting against such an organ­ 
ization, on the ground that it would have a 
tendency to conflict with the usefulness and 
work of the Relief Corps, which includes 
the daughters of veterans among its m em ­ 
bers. 
The Convention was called to order this 
m orning at 9 o’clock. 
After a few prelim inaries, Mrs. Kate 
Sherwood, of the Committee on Resolutions, 
recommended the adoption of three reso­ 
lutions. 
T he first condemned the practice of im ­ 
porting Chinese women for im m oral pur­ 
poses, and called upon the Government of 
the State and nation to prevent such im ­ 
portation. 
The second resolution protested against 
the continuance of the Mormon practices 
as derogatory to womanhood and de­ 
structive to the relation and institution of 
the home. 
The third expressed the thanks of the 
Relief Corps to the people of the citv, the 
State, the Grand Arm y and others for" their 
lavish hospitality, and ordered that en­ 
grossed copies oi the resolution be sent to 
the D epartm ent Commander. G. A. R.; the 
Departm ent Commander, W . K. C.; the 
Governor and the Mayor. 
On motion all the resolutions, after dis­ 
cussion, were unanim ously adopted. 
The annual election of officers was then 
declared in order. For National President 
there were three nom inations—Mrs. Wick- 
ens, of K ansas; 
Mrs. E. d’A. Kinne, of 
San Francisco, and Mrs. Anne W itten- 
myf.r, of Pennsylvania. 
Mrs. W ickens withdrew in favor of Mrs. 
Kinne. 
Nom inations were closed, and 
balloting resulted as follows :

niver 71. Mrs. W ickens 1.

Mrs. K inne was thereupon de­ 
clared the choice of the Convention, and 
the election was made unanim ous.

and applause followed the announcem ent 
of the result. In response to calls Mrs. 
K innie m ade a brief speech. 
For Senior Vice-President Mrs. Witten- 
myerand Mrs, Sarah Nichols were nomin- 


‘ ated. 
The former declined, and Mrs. 
Nichols was then elected by acclamation, 
the Secretary casting the vote.

tion and appearance. 
The stage end of the 
hall is left clear. 
Along the north end of 
the hall are placed exhibits from Teham a 
and Yolo counties. 
These arc very sim ilar

and Teham a counties m ake it some­ 
what 
more 
attractive 
for 
visitors by 
distributing frnits to all who come their 
way. 
Yolo county has 
on exhibition 
branches of date palm, with partially- 
formed bundles of dates attached. This is 
one of the m ost prom inent features of the 
exhibits in the hull, 
it has also taken a 
novel departure in the way of advertising 
its cereal productions. 
Large stacks ot 
m iniature sacks of grain, properly' labeled, 
are piled on one of the shelves, and all 
visitors, particularly those from the East, 
are invited to carry away sam ples of Yolo 
county's wine 
exhibit. 
Coltisa county 
occupies a space opposite the end of the 
hall, and to the left of the entrance. 
Grapes are here made a specialty, and cer­ 
tainly a fine result is attained by long and 
high tiers of 
various hued products of 
vines, attractively arranged in boxes. Each 
county has a large supply of pam phlets 
and circulars, describing its advantages to 
settlers, and m any of these are handsomely 
designed and printed, and are carried away 
as mementos well worth preserving, and 
for 
the 
valuable 
information 
which 
they 
contain. 
The 
entire 
hall 
is 
appropriately 
decorated 
w ith 
tiags, 
hunting, 
flowers 
and evergreens. 
Its 
visitors num ber thousands daily, and at no 
time of the day or evening, while the doors 
are open, are there less than 300 people 
present. 
A t times as m any as thousands 
crowd their way into the hall. There are 
two bands in attendance, who relieve one 
another, and who at regular intervals dis­ 
course music. 
Everyone is enthusiastic in 
praise of the display made by the counties 
of the Sacram ento valley, and their enter­ 
prise and ability in so well carrying out 
their undertaking.

R em o v a l o f T im b er from G overn m en t 
L a n d s. 


W a s h i n g t o n . August 6tli.—The interior 
D epartm ent to-day prom ulgated rules and 
regulations governing tlie removal of tim ­ 
ber from Governm ent lands. 
They are 
prescribed by virtue of the Act of June 3. 
1878, entitled, ‘‘An Act authorizing citizens 
of Colorado, Nevada and the Territories to 
fell and remove tim ber on the public do­ 
main for m ining and domestic purposes. 
The Act applies only to the States of Colo­ 
rado and Nevada and the Territories of 
Utah, W yoming, Dakota. Idaho and Mon­ 
tana, and other m ineral districts of the 
U nited States not specially provided for. 
The land from which tim ber is felled or 
removed under the provisions of the Act. 
m ust be known to be strictly of a mineral 
character, and that it is not subject to entry 
under the existing laws of the United 
States, except for m ineral entry. 
No per­ 
son not a citizen or bona fide resident of the 
State or Territory, or other m ineral district, 
as provided tor in said Act, is permitted to 
fell or remove tim ber from mineral lands 
therein. 
And no person, firm or corpora­ 
tion felling or rem oving tim ber under this 
Act, shall sell or dispose of the same, or 
lum ber m anufactured therefrom, to any 
other than a citizen and bona fide resident 
of the State or Territory where such tim ber 
is cut, nor for any other purpose than for 
the legitimate use of said purchaser, or for 
purposes m entioned.

W a s h i n g t o n , August 6th.—Riddleberger 
created the most disgraceful and hum iliat­ 
ing scene in the Senate yesterday afternoon 
which has been seen there for years.

W hile the Federal arm s were so success­ 
ful 
in the sounds o f North Carolina, a 
great disaster overtook the Federal cause 
in H am pton Ronds, tilling the country 
witii dismay, and even bringing m any of 
the Union people to doubt the success of 
the cause for which they had labored so> 
hard. 
. 
W hen the Union naval officers set fire to 
the buildings of the Norfolk navy yard, 
they supposed they had taken such precau­ 
tions that everything of valu*- would be 
destroyed, but as soon as the Federáis had 
departed a detachm ent of Virginiu volun­ 
teers rushed in to extinguish tlie flames. 
The 44 M erritnac" had sunk, but the lower 
part of her hull and her engines and 
boilers were substantially uninjured. 
Lieutenant John M. Brooke, one of th e 
most accomplished officers among those 
who had left our navy and joined the Con­ 
federate cause, visited the scene of the con­ 
flagration. and it at once occurred to hint 
that the Merrimac could he rebuilt as an 
ironclad; and his plans being accepted by 
Mr. Mallory, the Secretary of the Confeder­ 
ate Navy, orders were issued to have them 
carried out at < nee. 
The vessel was raised and cut down to 
the old berth deck, both ends for a distance 
of seventy feet were covered over, and 
when the ship was in fighting trim were 
just awash. 
Un the m idship section a 
length ot one hundred and seventy feet 
was built over, the sides being at an ungle 
of fifty-five degrees, a roof of oak and 
pitch pine extending from the water line 
to a liight of seven feet above the gun deck. 
Both ends of this structure were rounded, 
so that the pivot guns could he used as 
bow and stem chasers or quartering. 
Over 
the gun deck was a light grating, m aking a 
prom enade twenty feet wide. 
The wood backing was covered with iron 
plates rolle-1 a t th e Tredagar W orks in 
Richm o id. These plates were eight inches 
wide and two inches thick. Tlie first cov­ 
ering wa? put on horizontally, tlie second 
up and 
down, m aking a total 
thick­ 
ness of iron 
of four inches, strongly 
bolted to the woodwork and eiincbed in ­ 
side. 
The ram, or prow, was of cast iron, pro­ 
jecting four feet, and. as was found subse­ 
quently, was badly secured. 
The rudder 
and propeller were entirely unprotected. 
The pilot-house was forward of the smoke­ 
stack and covered w ith the same thickness 
of iron as the sides. 
The motive power was the same as hail 
been in the ship before; both boilers and 
engines were very defective, and the ves­ 
sel was not capable ot m aking more than 
five knots au hour. 
A nother able officer, form erly ol tlie 
United Stater Navy, Lieutenant Catesby 
It. Jones, had charge of the preparation - f 
the 44 M errimac’s ” arm am ent, and to his 
skill was due the efficiency of her battery. 
It consisted of two seven-inch rifles, rein­ 
forced with three-inch steel bands shrunk 
around tlie breech ; these were the bow and 
stern pivots. 
There were in broadside two 
six-inch rides sim ilar to the above, and 
six nine-inch sm ooth bores—in all ten 
heavy guns. 
W hen this formidable vessel wa? com ­ 
pleted the nam e of the Virginia was be­ 
stowed upon her. and she was placed under 
the comm and of Flag Officer Franklin Bu­ 
chanan. who had resigne*I from the United 
States Navy, where he had reaped the high­ 
est rewards that could be le t >wid u tim e 
of peace. 
He wa? a man of undoubted 
courage, and his professional ability was of 
the first order. 
Buchanan was fortunate 
in surrounding himselt with excellent of­ 
ficers, men capable of perform ing any 
naval duty, aud It m ay be rem ark -1 th at 
no com m ander was ever better seconded by 
subordinates. 
T he crew of the ironclad were not all 
seamen, but thal was comparatively unim ­ 
portant, a? then- were no sails to handle. 
Gunners were selected from the army at 
Richm ond, and they proved to be excellent 
m en for the duty required of them . 
The officers of this historic vessel were as 
follow s:

coast.

world, the traffic in which article increases 
year by year as its virtues become known 
to the "people, and promises in a lew years 
more to m ake the whole civilized world 
tributary to California for an insect i*owder 
that kills insects surely and quickly and 
w ith perfect safety to hum an and all other 
anim al life above the insect. About 250 
acres arc devoted to the cultivation ot the 
plant, a great proportion of the plantation 
being given up to fruit trees and vines, 
which are cultivated without cost, and 
even when they arrive at bearing age will 
not m aterially interfere with the giow th 
and m aturity "of the plant, but will enable 
the proprietors to harvest full oroj»s of each 
fo ra num ber of years, as the plant in pe­ 
rennial and produce! years before begin­ 
ning to deteriorate in productive capacity. 
This valuable estate and thrifty plantation 
has been redeemed from a desert state 6y 
the aid of irrigation, within the past sev n 
years, up to which tim e what is now the 
most productive portion was a bed of blow- 
sand, and was purchased by the present 
owners at eight dollars per acre after wa­ 
ter for irrigation had been introduced upon 
tlie tract.”

STATE FEINTING. 


THE STATE SERIES OF SCHOOL 
TEXTBOOKS. 


The First Volumes Being Issued 
from the Press—Description of 
the State Printing Oilice. 


The California State Printing Office, lo­ 
cated, as our readers know, within the 
Capitol grounds, lias become one of the 
most interesting and important public in­ 
stitutions in the State. Up to the accession 
of Colpnel James J. Ayers, the present 
Superintendent, the work was limited to 
the printing required by the various de­ 
partments of the State Government ; but 
since the passage of the law requiring the 
School Text-Books to be printed by the 
State, the building in which the public 
printing is done has been made, by the ex­ 
tensive addition of material and machinery. 
one of the most compietcprintingestabiisli- 
ments in the United States, and only second 
to the Government office at Washington, 
among the public printimr institutions of 
the country. 
In this connection a brief glance at the 
State’s methods of doing its printing will 
be of interest. 
It was not until 1876 that our State 
commenced to execute her own print­ 
ing on her own presses and in her own 


building. Prior to that year the work was 
lone by contract by a State Printer, elected 
at every general election. He was the otli- 
cal printer, furnished his own office, and 
charged the State for each job rates that 
were only limited by the amount the con­ 
science of a Stute expert could be brought 
•o approve. That the office was a very 
profitable one was shown by the eagerness 
with which it was sought, and by the fact 
that powerful politicians were frequently 
sub rusa partakers In its emoluments. As 
an interesting scrap of history, a list of all 
tiie State Printers and the terms of their 
incumbency from the foundation of the 
State Government down to the present 
time, is here given :

The letters may 
he taken up before the rest of the lesson is finished or may 
ho left till the last. Indeed, some very excellent teachers 
do not call attention to letter forms until after a consider­ 
able number of reading lessons have been taught. This 
practice is not recommended, however.

G. Jefferis, who had long been connected 
with State printing, sometimes in the ca­ 
pacity of foreman and sometimes as expert 
to the State Board of Examiners, was prac­ 
tically the State Printer. During Springer’s 
term the law was passed establishing a 
State Printing Office, and the building that 
had been erected for the Governor's ntan- 
siou, but which no Governor would occupy, 
was devoted to that purpose. Mr. Jefferis, 
since deceased, a man of great energy and 
a thorough printer, was intrusted with the 
responsible duty of organizing the new 
establishment. The office he then organ­ 
ized served the purposes of the State down 
to the passage of the Text-Book bill. 
INCREASE OF FACILITIES. 
When the Legislature last year passed 
the law which requires that a series of 
State School Text-Books shall be printed 
by the State, it devolved upon Colonel 
Ayers the duty of increasing the facilities 
of the office to meet the requirements de­ 
manded by the new work. It was not only 
necessary to add new departments to the 
establishment, but the entire building had 
to be altered and revolutionized. If we 
start at the ground floor, it will be found 
that the Superintendent erected a new- 
brick structure at the northeast extremity 
of the building to accommodate a new and 
much larger boiler than the one before 
used, and also to make room for a much 
more powerful engine. The boiler was 
built by J. A. Cunningham, of Sacramento, 
and the engine is an automatic Wheelock, 
made at the Pacific Iron Works, San Fran­ 


cisco. They are rated at fifty horse-power, 
and each is of the finest and most durable 
make and material. The erection of the 
new engine house enabled the Superin­ 
tendent to find room in the brick extension 
for a special apartment for the manufacture 
of rollers. It is supplied by large boilers 
heated nv steam, and with a variety of in­ 
genious contrivances for swinging the huge 
kettles used in making composition. 
THE PRESS ROOM. 
Before the changes were made the floor 
of the press room was five feet higher than 
that of the boiler room ; but now tiie floor 
the entire length of the building is on a 
level with that of the engine room, and 
instead of plank it is composed entirely of 
artificial stone, thus giving a solid founda­ 
tion to the heavy presses that have been 
added to the office. In addition to the two 
A5 Hoe stop-cylinders which were put in 
about nine years ago, the present Superin­ 
tendent lias added one Campbell two-revo­ 
lution press, one No. 2 Cottrell back-deiiv- 
ery press and two No. 7 Cottrell frout-deliv- 
ery presses. These are the largest stop- 
cylinder presses manufactured, and the 
front-delivery improvement is esteemed by 
Eastern pressmen as the most important 
improvement made in power presses since 
the application of the fly-attachment. 
Grippers running clear across the press, 
fore and aft, moved by an endless chain on 
a steel bridge, sieze the sheet as it comes 
from the cylinder, and it Is carried by a 
smart movement to the front of the press, 
where ft is deposited on a bank in easy

PREFACE. 


The Reader occupies a central jiosition in the group of studies for 
the Common Schools known as " Language Studies.” Performing 
a distinct office in the development of the child’s power over speech, 
the method employed in teaching it should correspond with and 
vitalize this office. This method can not properly be tliut of either 
the Speller or the Grammar. 


1. The pupil should he taught to utter correctly and with proper 
expression the printed words of an author. 


This is the simplest thought in connection with the office of the 
Reader. To facilitate this, tho words of each lesson most likely to be 
mispronounced are placed at the head of the lesson under the title of 
“ Words often Mispronounced;” and the words and phrases requir­ 
ing special care in articulation are also placed there under “Articu­ 
lation Prill.” Special instruction, w ith appropriate exercises, is also 
given, at frequent intervals, in F.mphasis, Inflection, Pitch, Qual'ty 
of Tone, Rhetorical Pauses, Movement, etc. 


2. The pupil should be led to acquire the power of rapid and accu­ 
rate silent reading. 


The method of the School Reader should facilitate the acquisition 
of this power. Out of school, but little reading is oral. Nearly all 
the information or pleasure derived from this art comes from tho 
silent movement of the mind over the printed page. Make this 
movement swift and sure, and the pupil has been well taught. Ex­ 
ercises looking to this will be found to occur frequently throughout 
the book 


3. The pnpil should be required to do much work of the kind Indi­ 
cated by the exercises entitled “ Outlino of tie Lesson." 


This practice will greatly improve the quality of both his silent 
and his oral reading. No suggestion of the book should receive a 
larger share of attention. 


view of the pressman. The advantage of 
the front-delivery is three fold. The ink is 
set during the passage of the sheet from the 
cylinder to the shelf on which it is depos­ 
ited, and thus diminishes the chances of 
offset. The printed work is ahvaysin sight 
of the feeder, and he can determine whether 
the color is working satisfactorily without 
stopping the press to go behind it to inspect 
the sheets. It leaves the entire bed of the 
press easily accessible to the pressman, 
either from the sides or the back. These 
advantages will be greatly appreciated by­ 
printers. In addition to the new power 
presses just put in, two new Gordons and 
a large Gill's heater, or calendering ma­ 
chine, has been added to the facilities of 
the press room. 
TIIE STOCK ROOM. 
Between the press room and the electro­ 
typing apartment, on the first floor, is a 
long room in which the paper stock is 
kept. As a very large amount of stock is 
generally carried by the Slate, the room 
lias been extended so as to include a large . 
space at tbe north end of the building—a 
space that was formerly occupied by’ the ; 
Adjutant-General for storing cannon and i 
other warlike material. 
ELKCIROTYFINO ROOM. 
This room is on the west side of the 
ground floor of the building, and runs 
close to the south front lacing M street 
It is well lighted, and makes the finest 
electrotyping room in the United States. 
Mr. Fillmer, of the firm of Fillmer A 
Stiller, an old electrotyper, visited it a 


short time ago, and, upon examining the 
machinery and the premises, says he never 
saw any foundry so complete in its ap­ 
pointments or so well adapted to the work. 
The bulk of the electro machinery was 
furnished by E. A. Blake, oí Chicago, who 
is the agent for Cottrell & Sons, and who 
lias patented a large number of valuable 
improvements in electro machinery. The 
furnace—a very fine one—was cast by Os­ 
trander A Huke, of Chicago. The dynamo 
is a Brush, No. 2. The machinery, with 
Blake's patents, includes a tine Daniel 
plane, a new style black-leading machine, 
a gig-saw, a drill, a weighing machine, a 
large steam planer, a routing machine, a 
metal-trimmer, etc.—all run by steam. In 
fact, there is no machine or tool that a 
well-appointed electrotyping establishment 
should have which is not to be found 
here. The west side of the building, point­ 
ing to L street and adjoining the electro­ 
room, is reserved for packing and shipping 
purposes. The elevator is located in this 
room, and goods can be hoisted from there 
to the bindery- and intervening stories. 
THE COMPOSING ROOM. 
This is a magnificent room, occupying 
the entire space on the second Hoor. One 
hundred compositors can be kept at work 
here, and the pay-roll of this department 
during Legislative sessions often carries as 
high as ninety names. In the rear wing of 
the building the job office is located. Since 
the passage of the Text-Book law it was 
necessary- to greatly increase the facilities 
of this department. About twelve thous­

4. 
Attention should be given to increasing the pupil s vocabulary 
and to giving him intelligent and ready use oí his word possessions. 


To use words correctli/ and to choose words well arc tilings often 
emphasized in language teaching. It is sometimes apparently over­ 
looked that tiie j tower of choice in words depends on the extent of the 
child's vocabulary. If the vocabulary is meager the choice must be 
limited. Exercises designed to increase the child’s stock of words, 
and to give him facility in their use, are found in connection with 
most of the lessons, under the head of “ Word Using.” Memo­ 
rizing choice selections, now so widely required by good teachers, 
will also contribute to the same result, while, in addition, the pieces 
so memorized will jierform their higher office of diffusing through 
the mind and character the subtle aroma of fine thought and deli­ 
cate feeling. 


5. 
Tbe Reader should introduce the pupil Into wider fields of read­ 
ing and direct his choice. 


Especially, should the methods of the advanced Reader aim to 
perform this office. This is attempted to bo done in the present 
volume by making, in the Preparatory Exercises, such reference to 
the Cyclopedia and to other books as may help to enlarge the stu­ 
dent’s view of subjects suggested bv the text of tiie lesson. In 
this way it lias been the aim to gather aliout the naked selections 
such a body of reading as shall greatly add to their value, while, 
at the same time, the relation of such reading to the lesson to be 
studied will furnish the motive to engage in it. 
While it may be said that many school libraries contain no Cyclo­ 
pedia, and may be without a considerable number of the books 
referred to in connection with the lessons of the Reader, yet nearly 
half the District Libraries of the State have some general Cyclope­ 
dia, and the annual additions made to these libraries, if selected 
from tbe volumes named in the Reader, will soon place at the 
child’s disposal the needed aid. Owing to tho noble District 
Library system of California, in no state of the union ean pupils be 
put in jxjssession of tbe means of conducting a course of reading so 
systematic and valuable. 
By these frequent references, judiciously made, it is hoped that 
this Reader of the California Series may lieoome the center of a 
wide circle of general reading.

and pounds of new type—long primer, 
minion and brevier—have been cast to meet 
the new wants of tbe State in this depart­ 
ment. In order to set up the school books 
a large number of unusual sorts and ac­ 
cents had to be cast, and the diacritical 
marks, alone, required for those new fonts 
and their auxiliaries, have necessitated the 
cutting of about one thousand dies, or 
matrixes, to meet the exigencies of tbe 
school books. We now pass to the 
BOOK BINDERY. 
Up to last November all the ruling and 
bindery work of the State had been done 
by Frank Foster <fc Co., of this city, under 
contract. Since that date the new State 
Bindery has been in operation, and ail the 
work required by the departments lias been 
done there. Many of the leading practical 
bookbinders of the State—Mr. Phillips, Mr. 
Judd, Mr. Cook and others—have visited 
the establishment and been enthusiastic in 
their eulogiums upon iis completeness. 
All the latest and best improvements in 
binding machinery 1 ave been secured, and 
nothing known to the business to facilitate 
and expedite work has been omitted. The 
room constitutes the third story of the 
building, and is the same size as the com­ 
posing room. It has been fitted up ex­ 
pressly, and nothing is lacking to make it 
the most inviting room to work in ever 
devoted to the purpose. The walls and 
ceilings are painted white, and eight large 
windows open upon three sides, so that the 
light and cheer of the spacious apartment 
are unsurpassed. For the accommodation 


of the female employes a fine toilet-room 
has been fitted up in tho roar extension of 
the floor, and the bindery room itself it 
supplied with a marble lavatory and coat 
closets. The greater portion of the machin­ 
ery on this floor was manufactured by the 
Downell Binder^ Manufacturing Company, 
of Chicago, and the trial so far made of it 
proves it to be very superior. Among the 
most noticeable machines we may notice a 
fine rotary board cutter, which cuts five 
boards and trims two edges at once. 
There is also a 54-inch emery knife- 
grinder; a power stabbing machine .with 
rotary needles, a rotary perforator which 
perforates and trims six times in one revo­ 
lution; a power steam numbering machine 
which will work at one time twelve num­ 
bering beads: a book trimmer with four 
kuives and a revolving table, which cuts 
four edges, tw > bunches at a time, without 
moving; a case inking machine, on the 
plan of the Haggles press; a No. 4 power 
embossing press, and a No. 5 hand press; a 
34-inch Chicago paper cutter, with eccen­ 
tric wheels that stop the knife at any point 
desired, and goes off gear automatically; a 
! power smashing and embossing machine, 
j built at Sheridan,New York,with a pressure 
! equal to one hundred tons ; a 50-inch metal 
ruling machine, with Collins' striker and 
hot cylinder,all metal frame, lay-by attach- 
nient and run by steam ; a Boehmer’s wire 
book-sewcr, which is a marvel of mechan­ 
ism ; a blank-book folding machine of tbe 
latest m ike. and a 12-hole glue kettle, 
heated bv steam.

Perfect articulation may he described as tbe delivery of 
words “ front the lips as beautiful coins are issued from the 
mint, deeply and accurately impressed, neatly struck by 
the proper organs, distinct, sharp, perfectly finished.” 
Untiring attention to this element of good reading is the 
price of perfect articulation, but the pupil is urged to be 
content with nothing less. 
Imperfect articulation arises, chiefly, from errors, or care­ 
lessness in the following particulars:

the fine piece* of machinery on this floor. 
A large number of standing presses are 
also in place, and knives and gam cutters 
oí various sizes, for paper and boards, be­ 
sides a complete assortment of hand tools 
and other utensils requisite to the produc­ 
tion of books and blanks, are amongst the 
extensive ¿appointments of this interesting 
department. Perhaps the best way to con­ 
vey an adequate idea of the extensiveness 
of this bindery is to say that it can turn 
out three thousand bound books per day. 
It is needless to say that the steam attach­ 
ments are perfect throughout, and that 
there is not a machine in the whole build­ 
ing which is not connected with the run­ 
ning gear put in motion by the engine. 
We have thus casually glanced over this 
great public establishment, and given an 
idea of the number of machines, presses, 
etc., that have been added to it in the past 
few m onths; but it would require a per­ 
sonal inspection to give one a proper con­ 
ception of the order, system and neatness 
that pervades the entire establishment. 
The floors are kept scrupulously clean, and 
no room in the entire structnre can be 
visited where there is not a perfect air of 
cleanliness and order. 
In order to bring the State Printing Office 
to completeness in all its departments for 
doing the work of printing the State School 
Books, Colonel Ayers went East last spring, 
and made a close study of the latest im ­ 
provements in presses and machinery, tie 
also subsequently, at his own expense, 
visited some of the principal cities oí Eu­ 
rope, and inspected the largest printing 
offices of Glasgow, London and Paris be­ 
fore determining selections. The Govern­ 
ment office in Paris is a vast establishment, 
but neither there nor in any of the other 
places visited did he find presses or ma­ 
chinery superior or even equal to those 
which are being provided in the I'nited 
Slates by the inventive genius of American 
in echanics. 


In connection with publication of the 
State School Books, another department to 
the State Printing Office—that of engrav­ 
ing—has been added and is under the 
chiefshipof M. McKeon, late of Oakland, 
who is turning out some very fine cuts for 
illustrating the school series. 
In closing the present article the names 
of the gentlemen who are at the head of 
the several departments in the State Print­ 
ing Office may perhaps with propriety be 
given, and are as follows: Superintendent 
of State Printing, James J. Ayers, of Los 
Angeles; foreman over all the depart­ 
ments, M. D. Carr, of San Francisco;

States, and one (1) Geography.

W ashington Irving, one of the most celebrated of modem authors, 
was the son of n Scotch father and an English mother. Nothing is 
known of him that is not to his credit. A sa man, his character, both

If his style can bo said to resemble that of any other writer, 
it is the style of Addison.

therewith, shall be done by and under the 
Supervision of the Superintendent of State 
Printing at the State Printing Office; pro­ 
vided, that the purchase of paper for the 
school hooks, and the cardboards, cloth, 
and leather for covers, shall be procured by 
advertising for proposals to lurnish the 
same, in the manner now provided for by 
Section 532 of the Political Code, relating 
to paper supplies for the State Printing 
Office; and, provided further, that when 
the State has its bindery in operation, all 
folding, stitching, binding and ruling of the 
State shall he done in the State bindery; 
hut the accounts of the school hook bind­ 
ing shall be kept separate from those of all 
other binding. 
Section 4. The State Board of Education 
shall secure copyrights to all the hooks that 
shall be compiled under the provisions of 


this Act, and shall protect said copyrights 
from all infringement. 
Section 5. Whenever any one or more ot 
the State series of School Text-Books shall 
have been compiled and adopted, the State 
Board of Education shall issue an order re­ 
quiring the uniform use of said hook or 
hooks in the common schools of the State: 
but said order for the uniform use of said 
book or books shall not take effect till the 
expira'ion of at least one year from the 
time of the completion of the electrotype 
plates of laid book or books. Nothing in 
this Act shall he construed to prevent any 
county or school district from adopting any 
one or more of the State series of School 
Text-Books whenever said book or books 
shall have been published. 
Section 0. The process of distributing the 
Text-Books shall follow this course : The 
County Superintendents of Schools shall 
make such requisitions for hooks as the 
schools under ¡heir jurisdiction may re­ 
quire, upon ilie State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction; the State Superintend­ 
ent of Public Instruction shall then make 
requisition for the same on the Superin­ 
tendent of State Printing, who shall ship 
the hooks to their destination. All requi­ 
sitions from County School Superintend­ 
ents for books shall be accompanied by the 
cash price fixed for the same by the State 
Board of Education, and the State Super­ 
intendent of Public Instruction shall make 
no requisition for hooks upon the Superin­ 
tendent ot State Printing unless he shall 
have received the lawful price for the 
same.

(3) one Arithmetic, (4) one Grammar, (5) 
one History of the United States, (6) one 
Geography. 
The Board wisely decided to proceed first 
with tho Readers and Speller, the money 
expended for these books by the patrons of 
schools being more than double that ex­ 
pended for any other series, and nearly 
equal to that expended for all the others 
combined. The largest saving, by State 
publication, is, therefore, in this series.

The series of Readers is to contain 923 
pages. Of these, the third, containing 512 
pages, is electrotyped and an edition of 
25,000 printed with the exception "f iwo 
forms. The First Reader is i.i type, the 
engravings completed, tho most of the 
work electrotyped, and the printing under 
way. The hook contains 128 pages. The 
Speller, containing 200 pages, is completed 
and hound. About half of the Second 
Reader is in type. The manuscript for the 
Arithmetic is nearly prepared, and 75 
pages of the Grammar. This has been 
done since October 1,1885. at which time 
the Board decided on their course of pro­ 
cedure, assigning to State Superintendent 
W. T. Welcker the preparation of the 
Readers, ibe selections f-<r which were 
made by Ii. 0. Kinne, of San Franeisci, 
and donated to the Board. The prepara­ 
tion of a Speller wins also assigned to 
Superintendent Welcker; to Profess r Ira 
More. Principal of the State Normal School 
at Los Angeles, the preparation of an ! 
Arithmetic; and to l’r ■ lessor 0. 11. Allen, 
Principal of the State Normal School at 
San Jose, the preparation of a Grammar. 
W. H. V. Raymond is employed by the 
Board as editor-in-chief in compiling the 
several book3 of the series ; W. L. Willis 
was employed by Professor Welcker upon 
the compilation of the Speller, and Frank 
Morton is employed by Professor Moore in 
the compilation of the Arithmetic. 
The Third Reader, prescribed by the 
Legislature as the highest bonk of the 
series, is necessarily graded to occupy about 
the field of the Fourth and Fifth Readers 


in series heretofore in use. The reading 
matter of th's book embraces selections 
from more than one hundred standard 
authors, being such selections as experience 
lias shown to be best adapted for use in 
school Readers.

S T A T E SCHOOL TEXT-B00KS. 


The Ilti iiIui-I nion, from the earliest 
suggestion th at the State should print the 
text-books for use of the common schools 
of the State, pronounced em phactieallv for 
the scheme, and warmly advocated it to 
its final adoption. 
No recent progressive 
movement lias met with stronger opposi­ 
tion. 
There has lieen arrayed against it 
th e powerful influence of private publish­ 
ing hons* s. hacked hv enormous capital 
and the broad profits reaped from the 
business of supplying text-books to school 
distri a . 
The vast sum of money th at has 
he o s| ■ i ! by the people of thi- State in 
thii tv • cars for .school hooks is almost in­ 
conceivable, and by far the larger part of 
it has represented enormous profits to pub­ 
lishing houses. 
But this was the very 
I n ¡t ,,f the evil. 
T he publishing agencies, 
in order to secure the introduction of their 
books, entered the political arena, and in 
greater or less degree exercised baneful 
influence upon Boards of Education, school 
officers, and even tqion the teachers of our 
youth. 
They were active in our Legisla­ 
tures, in promoting measures calculated to 
enhance their gains, and were felt in 
nearly every election held in the State. 
They used money freely, and for no good 
purposes, and made public needs subserv- 
• ent at all tim es to their private ends. 
T hey formed rings and syndicates to con­ 
trol prices, in order to prevent honest 
competition among publishers, and thus 
force the people of the State to pay such 
prices as these combinations saw fit to 
charge for hooks needed. 
So serious had grown these great evils 
th at the people demanded and adopted a 
constitutional amendm ent requiring legis- 
¡.V.ion w ith a view oft'cutting off all these 
• Us, and of having the production of the 
school text-books m ade Stale 
concern. 
U nder this m andate of the people, the 
Legislature passed an Act in February, 
1885, providing th at the State 
Board of 
Education should compile, or cause to tie 
compiled, three readers, one speller, one 
arithm etic, one gram m ar, one history of 
the United States and one geography. 
These books were to lie printed and bound 
at the State P rinting Office, and sold to 
tlie people of t he State at a uniform price 
not to exceed the cost of production. 
1 ti­ 
ler this Act—which we elsewhere publish 
in full—the plant of the State T rinting 
Office was enlarged and supplied w ith all 
needed m aterial for book work, and a 
bindery with first-class machinery estab­ 
lished, supplemented bv departm ents of 
wood engraving and of electrotyping of the 
first order, and this new m achinery is used 
by the State for its other work, formerly 
sent to private establishments. 
The State 
Board of Education prom ptly entered upon 
th e work of securing and preparing the 
tex t m atter, and at this w riting the work of 
producing text-books lias >a far progressed 
as to w arrant the assertion th at the entire 
sch-nte will prove a success and result in a 
vast saving to the people. 
W hile the prices of the new books have 
not vet been fixed, from all we learn we 
are justified in stating th at the volumes 
will he furnished to the people for less than 
«ne-half the sum they have been compelled 
to pay in the past for sim ilar works. 
It 
is demonstrable, for instance, th at the new 
Third Reader,which takes the place of and 
covets the whole ground formerly occupied 
by T hird. Fourth and Fifth Readere, will 
be sold at a sum less than 50 cents. 
The 
book contains 
512 
pages. 
Appleton’s 
“ F ifth Reader,” which we select for com­ 
parison as a fairly representative work of 
th e old style, contains but 472 pages and 
retails at $1 15. 
As between these two 
books, therefore, there is saved to the 
purchaser more than 65 cents, while títere 
is wholly elim inated the cost for all the 
interm ediate volumes under the old sys­ 
tem. 
Elsewhere we present fac sim ilies of 
twenty-four pages of the State First and 
T hird Reade: 
book. 
These 
books, and we submit that, in m anner of 


told th at the State could not produce these 
books at as low a figure as was possible to . 
private enterprise. 
But as the proof of | 
all tilings is in the test of experience, the 
opponents of the new system will be com­ 
pelled to abandon these lines of assault. 
F or it is already demonstrated that the 
State text-books, besides lieing first-class as 
to m atter, will le given to the jieople at 
vastly lower prices than those charged by 
private publishers, and yet recover back 
the entire cost of production, compilation, 
printing, engraving, binding and delivery. 
W e call especial attention to Section 7 
of the law, published in another column, 
which requires th at the Hoards of Super­ 
visors of the counties .shall provide a re­ 
volving fund to enable the County School 
Superintendents to purchase State tex t­ 
books for re-sale to th e people of the coun­ 
ties, for it is required that the State shall 
lie paid by the counties for the hooks as 
delivered. 
The eosi of delivery is in ­ 
eluded in the prices of the volumes, and 
thus a uniform sum will he charged for the 
works in all parts of the State. 
I t is in- 
cuntlient upon Boards of Supervisors, in 
m aking the tax levies for this year, to in ­ 
clude the item for this revolving fund—an 
advance of money. 
W here this is neg­ 
lected, County Superintendents will find 
themselves next fall in an embarrassing 
situation, since the law protests against 
the recognition of any requisition fur the 
hooks unless the money therefor accompa­ 
nies it.

TROUBLES. 
LABOR 


Mr. Andrew Carnegie, in the Forum. 
points but th at the recent labor agitation 
was at no tim e so formidable as has been 
generally supposed. 
Competent authority 
estim ates th at at the higlit of the trouble 
250,000 men had struck—th at is. May 14th. 
Three days later the num ber was 80,000, and 
four days thereafter only 47,000. 
So that 
the shrinkage in three days was more than 
three-ioiirths of the greatest num ber “out” 
at any time. 
Mr. Carnegie places the 
highest num ber engaged in actual struggle 
w ith capital at 50,000, or about one per 
cent, of the total wage-winning class in 
the 
branches where the 
chief 
lal>or 
troubles took place. 
The great South­ 
western railroad strike involved only 3,700 
K nights of Labor, while between 4,000 
and 5,000 of the employes did not cease 
lalsir. 
The point Mr. Carnegie makes is 
th at the action of the discontented work­ 
ingmen was based on local issues, and not 
on m atters involving the interests of the 
working classes in general. 
Public sym­ 
pathy at the outset was with the men, be­ 
cause the public heart always sides with 
genuine efforts of labor to better its con­ 
dition, but when lawlessness became fore­ 
most public sym pathy was withdrawn and 
the strikers went to the wall. 
As to rem ­ 
edies for sim ilar troubles, Mr. Carnegie be­ 
lieves that co-operation and profit sharing 
is not to be thought of. 
lie goes so far as 
to hold that they would absolutely injure 
labor and depress it, by adding to business 
ventures new elements of uncertainty. 
B ut he sees no reason why workingmen 
should not, if they wish, become part own­ 
ers in capitalized undertakings w ith stock 
on the m arket.

as small

He [«oint.s out 
th at it is error to suppose th at each great 
industrial enter]irise is dominated by cap­ 
italists. 
Thus he takes the Pennsylvania 
R ailroad Company as an example. 
Its 
ownership is actually in 19,340 share­ 
holders, in sums from $50 up. 
5 et that 
company employs 18,911 persons, or only a 
few 
less than the number of its share­ 
holders. All the steel rail mill enterprises 
show a sim ilar condition of ownership, as 
also do very m any of the larger railroad 
corporations. 
In 
short, Mr. Carnegie 
holds th at the popular idea of “the great 
capitalist” is error, and th at the pictures 
the average labor orator draws of these are 
m ythical. 


MEXICAN BORDER FOLLY. 


It is really and seriously believed by 
the frontier Mexicans—so the story goes, 
as told by those on the Texas side— th at 
they can whip the U nited States. 
It is 
amazing that such belief can be enter­ 
tained. 
But the border M exicans are an 
ingnorant lot. 
They have no true concep­ 
tion of liberty. 
Governm ent to them is 
nothing if it does not boast. 
They have 
no more idea of the future of a State than 
infants. 
It is, perhaps, creditable for us 
th at they cordially hate Americans, our 
progressiveness running sorely counter to 
the lazy, loafing and indolent habits of the 
border Mexicans. 
In the heart of Mexico 
one sees more of activity, encounters intel­ 
ligence, and is brought face to face with 
men of genius and far-sightedness. 
But 
they arc such a m inority th at they make 
little or no impression u]ion the distant 
border rabble. 
The C utting case is de­ 
veloping the folly and hardihood of our 
border people in Texas, and the stupidity, 
ignorance and insufferable arrogance of 
t he M exican frontiersm en, i t demonstrates 
how feeble is the M exican General Gov­ 
ernm ent to control these picket lines, and 
in w hat contem pt the border M exican 
holds the Federal Government of our 
“ sister republic.” 
We do not want an­ 
other slice of Mexico. 
Heaven forbid that 
any of the lo rd er Mexican element should 
be injected into our political system— the 
extra session Legislatures of California 
give us enough of that—but it mav be­ 
come necessary to give the border M exi­ 
cans a thrashing. 
Evidently nothing short 
of a fight will satisfy the Chilmuhuans. 
We m ight well intrust the job to the 
T exan borderers—if it were dignified and 
lawful to do so— and rest assured th at it 
would he well done. 
If, as is alleged, the 
M exicans “ache for a fight,” and believe, in 
case of a conflict, that the late Confederate 
States will join w ith them against the 
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j U nited States, th e surest and speediest way

T iie Justices of the Supreme Court, 
whom 1>. S. Terry lias assailed, decline— 
and very properly—to appear before the 
Assembly inquisitorial committee. 
They 
adm it the jurisdiction of the houses of tho 
Legislature to try them, but justly hold it 
to be subversive of the independence of 
the judiciary to submit to the inquisitorial 
action of a committee seeking to ascertain 
w hether proper charges can be laid. 
In 
tli is action the people will support the 
Justices. 
They fill offices conferred by the 
people—[daces of high trust and dignity— 
and it is their duty to m aintain them upon 
the plane of their character. 
The Consti­ 
tution provides fo r their trial by the 
“ houses,” not by a committee of cither 
house. 
We do not believe this Legislature 
has power to try the Justices, and th at 
if presented for judicial determ ination the 
question would be so decided. 
The Ju s­ 
tices m ight, therefore, very properly deny 
the jurisdiction of the present legislative 
body in toto. 


A x Eastern journal believes that noth­ 
ing would better jilease the Democracy 
just now than a foreign war. 
Something 
is needed to divert the attention of the 
country from the misdeeds and shortcom­ 
ings of the jiarty. 
This is probably true : 
a foreign war would certainly benefit the 
Democratic party, unless we managed to 
get ourselves “ gloriously whipped.” 
But 
if out of the C utting ease conflict ought to 
come, no obstacles should be thrown in the 
way because a jiolitieal jiartv will gain 
some eajiital bv the jirosecution of the 
war. 
A breaking off of amicable relations 
w ith Mexico ought not to result from so 
small cause as Cutting. 
But the principle 
involved is a great one, and for its m ainte­ 
nance we can afford to sjiare a few weeks 
in which 
to thrash Mexico, even if the 
Democratic party jirofits thereby.

records 
is under charge of ex-rebels 
There must have been some jiowerful rea­ 
son for the action of the committee, cotn- 
posed as it is of Senators Allison of Iowa 
(Chairman}, 
Dawes 
of 
Massachusetts, 
Plum b of Kansas, Ifale of Maine, Mnhone 
of Virginia, Logan of Illinois, Beck of 
Kentucky, Cockrell of Missouri, Call of 
Florida, and Gorman of M aryland—six 
Republicans and four Democrats. 
We 
have no means of knowing how much of 
tru th or of falsity there is in the charge, 
but it is certain th at some unexpressed 
reason actuated the committee. 


N ow th at the folly of the extra session 
is becoming more and more positive, there 
is a disjiosition on the jiart of those whose 
shortsightedness gave it birth to saddle the 
responsibility of action or non action upon 
the Rejitiblican party, because in one of the 
houses of the Legislature there is a Repub­ 
lican m ajority. 
It will not do. 
T he party 
did not stand sponsor to the blunderof the 
c a ll; It cannot be held answerable for the 
paternity of the results. 
This new shuffle 
will not give the Democracy the hand it 
sorely needs. 


T h e b e was a m arked division l>etween 
Democrats in the Senate on the election 
of U nited States Senator. 
One lot pro­ 
posed to filibuster in order to defeat an 
election ; another wing believing th at the 
law imposed on them a duty rising supe­ 
rior to [«artisan demands, and these voted 
to go on w ith the election. 
These men 
had a true eoncejition oí duty, while, we 
must l>e jiardoned for saying, the views of 
the first mentioned did not rise to the level 
of statecraft but sank to the lowest ebb of 
party tide. 


G o o d for the San Francisco -ifiu. 
Dem­ 
ocrat as it is, it has not lost its head on the 
Senatorial question, nor had the cheek to 
jierfer a partisan howl to the clear de­ 
mands of the law.

Perry's statem ent was m uch to the 
sam e effect, only showing a condition of 
depravity on the 
part 
of the mother, 
daughter and him self still m ore shocking. 
These parties were before the Chief of Po­ 
lice a few weeks ago, having been taken in 
charge because of a little girl who had dis­ 
appeared from her home being found in 
lira . Skillm an’s room s, but in the exam in­ 
ation of ti e case it did not appear that she 
had bet n misuse»'. 
Mrs. Skillm an having 
apparently consented to her daughter's acts, 
and there not being any institution of re­ 
form to which the gill could be sent—like 
the Magdalen Asylum at San Francisco— 
Chief H illm an concluded that the best 
thing he could do would be to order the 
woman and family to leave town.

T h e Ic e T rad e. 
In conversation with an ice m erchant 
yesterday the following facts were ascer­ 
tained relative to th at trade. Over thirty- 
fivQ tons of ice have been consumed daily 
in this city for the past two weeks. 
To dis­ 
tribute this large quantity of frozen water 
seven delivery wagons are kept constantly 
running. 
Tbe ice crop last w inter was not 
as good as usual, the entire crop being ru ­ 
ined three tim es by heavy rains. There 
are several places of packing in the Truckee 
basin. The ice now being used in this city 
is from the Boca house. 
Over 8,000 tons 
more ice w as packed last season than dur­ 
ing any preceding winter. The entire pack 
amounted to over 40,000 tons. This ice is 
shipped all over the coast, large quantities 
of it finding its way into Arizona and New 
Mexico. The ice destined for the latter 
point is packed with sawdust in boxes. 
Notw ithstanding the enormous am ount of 
ice packed last winter, it is feared that the 
supply will not be equal to the demand, 
and that it will give out before the crop 
comes iu. Ice in this city is sold very cheap 
—hotels and saloons, which take large 
quantities, at one cent per pound ; families 
are supplied at a cent and half. 
Folsom. 
I Galt, Dixon, Davisviile, E lm ira and Elk 
! Grove are supplied from this city, 
W ood­ 
land obtains her ice in carload lots from 
the m ountains. This ice crop is of im- 
rnense value to the railroad, it being esti- 
¡ mated that over $1.000,000 is annually col­ 
lected for freights in its distribution.

PASSAGE OF THE OLEOMARGARINE 
BILL. 


I education o f H o rse e-In o c u latin g 
P ru il T rees—Scab on S heep — 
Som e G eneral Notes. 


The farmers and dairymen throughout 
the United States have excellent reason to 
rejoice and to congratulate themselves upon 
the successful issue of the oleomargarine 
bill in the recent session of Congress. It is 
now a law, and henceforth the cheat for 
butter must be sold for what it really is, 
and stamped as such. This will work a 
much needed protection to dairy interests, 
and also enable the consumers of butter to 
know whether they are eating the products 
of creameries or the transmogrified refuse 
of slaughter-houses. It is hardly creditable 
to American intelligence that fifty thou­ 
sand tons of false butter was manufactured 
and consumed In the United States during 
the past year, without knowledge upon the 
part of those who ifie it that they were in­ 
nocently assisting in disposing of this 
manufactured compound, and yet so com 
plete was the deception and fraud that such 
was the case. It will tberelore be gratify­ 
ing in the future to know at least when we 
are eating the fraud instead of the genuine, 
for the hill provides that all oleomargarine 
shall hereafter be plainly labeled as such. 
An exchange, speaking of the business 
of manufacturing fraudulent butter, says : 
“ It is estimated that last year not less than 
than 100,000,000 pounds of oleomargarine 
was manufactured in the United States. 
It cost, perhaps, 8 cents a pound—$8,000.- 
t«H)—and, sold as butter at 25 cents per 
pound, would bring $25,000,000. Allowing 
a profit of 20 per cent., which would be 
$1,500,000, it leaves a clean swindle of 
$15,500.000, as a commercial transaction, to 
say nothing of the fact that the entire sum 
was made hv misrepresentation and down­ 
right cheating—selling it as pure butter in­ 
stead of oleomargarine, and at a price 
commensurate with its real value/’ 
VENTILATING STABLES. 
Look carefully to the ventilation of the 
stables. It is very necessary to have then 
well ventilated, both in winter and sum­ 
mer. The importance of this is shown by 
actual experiments. The French Govern­ 
ment took some cavalry horses which had 
been in quarters with an allowance of 70U 
to D00 cubic feet of air, and theu placed 
them where each animal was allotted 1,800 
feet, and the result was that while in the 
first case, death from glanders was fifty-one 
in each thousand head for ten years, in 
the last trial, with increased space, the 
deaths were reduced to ten. In former 
years, in the same period, the deaths fron 
all diseases were ninety-four in one thou 
sand, and now they have been reduced to 
twenty-seven. The claim is made that this 
improved ratio has been secured by givin 
each animal twice the former quantity of 
fresh air.—Prairie Farmer. 
A FATAL MALADY. 
A strange disease has appeared on the 
horse ranges of Elko county. The sick 
animal usually shows lameness in the left 
hind leg, Q3 if it had thrown its stifle out. 
Soon the other hind leg is taken, and the 
animal breaks down entirely and seems to 
suiter great paiu. The disease is always 
fatal, though it runs from two weeks to 
three months. It is much more frequent 
in mares than horses, though Mr. Dawley 
has a fine stallion sick now. There is 
nothing local about it, as they are taken 
on the range in pasture, or anywhere, when 
otherwise in the best of heaith. Mr. Pix- 
ley, of Lamoille, has lost fifteen in the last 
few months ; James Adams has lost twenty- 
seven : Keith & Campbell have had it 
among their bands for two years and lost 
fifteen or twenty head, and A. G. Dawley 
has lost twelve fine mares. None have 
ever got well yet, but he has two now that 
are trying hard to wear it out. It seems 
like paralysis in some respects, but nothing 
has been found in the bodies to show what 
it is. Mr. Dawley thinks the Department 
will send a doctor out from Washington to 
see if he can study it out.—Reno Gazette. 
IMPORTANCE OF CLEANLINESS. 
Keeping the pores of farm animals open 
is as essential to their thrift as bathing is 
to our health. The skip |ierfonus an office 
more essential to life and health than even 
digestion, and it is even more important 
that the horse be thoroughly groomed than 
that he be fed. Thorough grooming does 
not mean only the removal of mud and 
manure from the hair with a comb ; it 
means that thorough brushing and rubbing 
which will clean the hide, removing all 
obstruction from the pores. It is more 
necessary to groom the horse than any 
other farm animal, because he is the last 
to groom himself. Cattle will groom them­ 
selves to a certain extent: yet there can he 
no more profitable work than brushing and 
nibbing them, though it is so rarely done. 
The liog, reputed to he the dirtiest of all 
farm animals, is really the most cleanly, 
and if allowed to do so, will keep his hide 
dean. This he does by first putting on a 
coat of mud. This he scratches off, and 
with it removes the impurities which have 
adhered to his hide, and which the wet 
earth has loosened. Wallowing not only 
contribuíes to the comfort of swine, hut is 
of the utmost importance to iheir health.— 
American Agriculturist. 
HINGING PIGS. 
It is very often that we see remarks on 
the ringing of pigs, condemning it as detri­ 
mental to the thrift and growth of the 
pigs, claiming that rooting isa necessity, 
and pigs should be permitted to turnover 
an entire clover field each year in pursu­ 
ance of its favorite habit. There is no 
doubt but that the roots, dirt and larvce 
that the pig secures in rooting are beneficial 
to it, yet it is possible it can be furnished 
him other than through acres and acres cf 
clover. Let us follow a pig in the clover 
fipld. He enters and immediately begins 
to eat the clover as he comes to it. After a 
little he commences to search for the dainty 
hits; here and there he nips off'a mouth­ 
ful or two. He has then about enough, 
hut, hog-like, he dosen’t kuow 
it. 
He soon tires of this, and can find 
nothing above ground to suit his dainty 
taste; then he commences to shove his 
nose under ground, turning it up in long 
strips. If you watch him closely you will 
notice that he at first seems to find some­ 
thing to suit his taste, but he soon turns up 
long furrows, finding nothing. Then he 
becomes tired, and his exercise has made 
him hot. too hot to lie on the ground, so he 
proceeds to dig himself a bed some several 
tuches deep, tearing up the soil for many 
feet. This is all unnecessary. If the pig 
must have fresh dirt, etc., it can he fur­ 
nished him through other more cleanly and 
less expensive means. When you turn 
him into vour clover fields you want him 
to eat and not to plow, so ring him, and do 
the plowing yourself—turn over a small 
strip for him every few days. Devote a 
small piece for this purpose, plow and re­ 
plow during the summer, and your pigs 
will have their supply of fresh airt. You 
in turn will have a presentable clover field, 
and one giving a bountiful supply of green 
food through the entire season.—Sicine 
Breeders' Journal. 
SCAB IN SHEEP. 
The disease among sheep known as scab 
is due to minute parasites. They multiply 
with wonderful rapidity in the skin of the 
affected animals, and by their constant and 
excessive irritation produce ail those symp­ 
toms which are known to indicate their 
presence. These are, a constant tendency 
of the animal to rub and scratch itself, loss 
of wool, derangement of the functions, etc. 
The rubbing tendency is the first sign, the 
animals availing themselves of a tree, gate­ 
post, shed corner, or any projecting body, 
to obtain relief from the intense itching 
caused by the parasite. As the disease 
develops,' the sheep grow more and 
more restless, and in addition to the 
rubbing propensity, evince a tendency to 
bite themselves, also to scratch the sides 
of their body with their teel. At the com­ 
mencement of the malady the wool does 
not fall off, and wnen the sheep are quiet 
and feeding, nothing would indicate the 
existence of the scab. But if an animal is 
caught and the skin carefully examined, 
spots or welts will he found, white in the 
center, hard to the touch, and the center of 
each spot marked with many points or 
blisters, from which issues a yellow moist­ 
ure, which soaks through the wool, matting 
ii together. No scabs cau be discovered at 
this stage, and on the affected spots they 
will he found firm. As the disease pro­ 
gresses. the symptoms become more and 
more marked. The tendency to rub and 
bite increases, and the condition of the skin 
itself gives visible evidence of the ravages 
of the parasites. Where they have been 
most numerous, and as a consequence, the 
wost injuries inflicted, the wool will be 
found to have lallen off, raw places 
will also be found on those portions of the 


body worst rnbbed, or where the animal 
has been able to bite itself, and the yellow 
moisture, already mentioned, has been re­ 
placed by a mass of yellow scab, which ad­ 
heres tightiy to the skin and wool. The 
skin will also lie found to he raw in many 
places, and if in summer the disease will 
be further aggravated by the presence in 
the sores of the larva; of the blow-fly, the 
maggots of which, when hatched, burrow 
iuto lhe skin, and add greatly to the ani­ 
mal's sufferings. The continued and in­ 
creasing irritation which marks this stage, 
also prevents proper feeding and rest, and 
this soon tells on the general health of the 
animal, producing emaciation, debility and 
sometimes death.—Prairie Furto- r. 
SHIPPING FRUIT. 
The fruit-ripening period is now in its 
rime. Shipments of fresh fruit are made 
daily from the orchard districts of this val­ 
ley to San Francisco and more distant 
markets. Carloads are sent to the neigh­ 
boring mining Territories and to the East­ 
ern States. A larger amount is being sent 
out of the State this year than ever before, 
but ihe trade is only in its infancy yet. 
The drying and canning of fruit is receiv­ 
ing greater attention this year than has 
been the case before, and in the future will 
become a leading industry. Statistics else­ 
where published in this" issue will show 
the large number of fruit trees already 
planted in Fresno and Tulare counties. 
Many of these are young yet, but the 
majority are in full bearing. The acreage 
is increased with each winter, and from 
this time forward the fruit crops will 
he more remunerative than formerly. 
When fruit is plentiful it is mote 
easy to dispose of in large quantities, 
and when shipments are made by the car­ 
load the fruit is taken away promptly, thus 
avoiding lo s s by being compelled to keep it 
till over-ripe. The building of more and 
larger canneries and fruit-drying apparatus 
will enable producers to dispose of all that 
is not shipped in the green state. Where 
the supply of fruit grown is sutlioient to 
warrant the erection of canneries, capital is 
always found ready to make the necessary 
outlay. This has been proven in many in­ 
stances. and notably in Fresno and Tulare 
counties. It is in districts where orchards 
are numerous and productive that fruit­ 
growers realize most from their places.— 
San Joaquin Valley Resources. 
A HORSE'S EDUCATION. 
The education of the colt should com­ 
mence when he is very young, and by 
those only who are themselves educated, or 
at least have common sense enough to 
know how. Horses of high mettle are 
more easily educated than those of less or 
dull spirits, and are more susceptible to 
ill-training or bad management, and, con­ 
sequently, may be made good or had. ac­ 
cording to thc'educatiou they receive. But 
horses of duli spirits are susceptible to had 
management, and in them may he found 
the most provoking obstinacy and vicious 
habits of different characters, that render 
them almost worthless. Could the coining 
generation of horses in this country lie 
kept, from their earliest days of collhood 
to the age of five years, wholly in the 
hands of good and careful managers, there 
would he a vast difference in the general 
character of these noble animals. 
If a colt is never allowed to get an ad­ 
vantage, it will never know that it pos­ 
sesses a power which man cannot control, 
and if made familiar with strange objects 
it will not be skittish and nervous. Above 
all things a colt should early be taught to 
stop at the word whoa! He should be 
made to stand quietly while you are get­ 
ting in or out of the"carriage or wagon to 
which he is hitched, as the lack of this 
part of his education subjects the person 
or persons using him to frequent annoy­ 
ance and often serious injury. Vicious 
habits are easily induced in horses by tick­ 
ling and plaguing them while in the sta­ 
ble, and under no circumstances should 
ever be tolerated. Never heat or use harsh 
language to a horse in the stable, unless 
you prefer a vicious to a clever one. A 
liorse is susceptible of taking in a vast 
amount of knowledge, and his education 
should be of the nature that will render 
him the most safe and useful.—¡Exchange. 
inoct: la tin o f r u i t trk.ks. 
We had a call recently from W. M. Ed­ 
gar, of lone, who wrote his “ Cure for Curl 
Leaf” last May. He is a practical nursery­ 
man and fruit-grower of many years’ ex­ 
perience, and has lately devised a method 
of inoculating trees and vines with a cer­ 
tain preparation, which he claims will be 
taken up into their sap and prove the 
death of aphides, scales and borers. Mr. 
Edgar was just back from a ten days' tour 
in Sacramento and Yolo counties, where 
he had been exemplifying his plan of treat­ 
ment on orange, peach, apple and pear 
trees, vines and also roses, at Woodland. 
Winters and l'utah Creek. The effects, 
he claims, arc to be looked for in four 
to six weeks. He spoke of an old apple 
tree upon his own place, which was fairly 
white with aphides when lie took it in 
hand. In five weeks front that time every 
insect was gone—not a vestige of one left. 
Mr. Edgar is an old Californian, and early 
subscribed for the Rural. He lived in 
Humboldt and Yolo before settling in 
Amador; has worked hard and seen the 
ups and downs of life. He has been at 
lone four years, and now has a nursery of 
about 8,000 trees—apples and stone fruit— 
and 50,000 rooted vines, including Tokay, 
Muscat, Rose of I’eru, Isabella. Zinfandel 
and many other standard varieties. He 
feels confident that his process of inoculat­ 
ing diseased trees and vines—on which he 
lias already filed a caveat—will be of great 
service to the horticulturists.—Rural Press. 
MEDICATED NEST-EGGS. 
An exchange says ; Cut a hole in one end 
of an egg, as big as this capital O. In the 
other put a pin hole. Now blow out the 
contents, and you have the empty shell. 
Next mix plaster 'of 1’aris and water to­ 
gether, to the consistency of cream, add a 
few drops of carbolic acid. Four this into 
the shell until it is filled, and in 24 hours 
it will be dry, and you will have a medi­ 
cated nest-egg. Five cents worth of plaster 
of Paris will make a dozen, and the same 
amount of carbolic acid is sufficient to 
scent a hundred. The scheme, though 
novel, has the merit of being practical, it 
is well known that carbolic acid is an iu- 
secticide, as well as a powerful disinfectant. 
GENERAL NOTES. 
Alfalfa is now being raised in some parts 
of the East, and concerning its growth the 
Prairie Farmer says: "There is very little 
growth the first year; during the second 
a small amount of forage may be cut, but 
it is not until the third year that a full 
crop is produced.” This shows the marked 
difference between Eastern growth and as 
seen in this State, as the California farmer 
would hardly be in favor of alfalfa if he 
had to wait until tho third year to get a 
full crop. 
It is thought by some good observers 
that the disease, curl in the leaf, of the 
peach tree is caused, or at least assisted, by 
the lack of soluble potash in the soil. In 
proof of this, it is stated that trees unmis­ 
takably affected with curl have been quick­ 
ly changed to health through the applica­ 
tion of unleached wood ashes about the 
trees.—Frchange. 
Mr. Bianshaw. a sheep-raiser of Texas, 
has a flock of nearly 2,UU0 head of high 
grade merinos, which sheared this year an 
average of eight pounds to the head. At 
20 cents per pound for the wool, this would 
bring him $1 per head. He figures the cost 
of keeping at $1 per head, and even at the 
low price named has a snug little sum left 
to place on the profit side of his ledger.— 
Prairie Farmer. 
The Independent says that Russeil A 
Bradley, of Elko, sold 1,300 head of cattle 
to the Promontory Cattle Company, and 
lost over fifty head from poison and drought 
while driving the band troni their ranges 
to Fromontory\ Of 1,600 head of cattle 
which were driven East by Keogh Broth­ 
ers. 300 head died from eating poisonous 
weeds.—Reese River Reveille.

\TTHEREA8, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
»V State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
third i of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and >.leven.of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California : 


AM EN D M EN T NUM BER O N E. 


S e c tio n 1. Ail property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed iu proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
The word property, as used Iu this article and 
seetiou. is nereby declared to include moneys. 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
fcr public schools, aud such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be.deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided, furthtr. that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Neoiiou Ten ot this article; and, 
provided further, th at the Legislature may pro 
vide for the exemptiou from taxation or ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this etate. or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in ease of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona, fide residents .f this Etate. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting for.h specifically all prop­ 
erty, real aud personal, exc*-pt railroad property, 
as defined iu Section Ten of this article, owned 
by such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian, on the 
fiist Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be a-sse? cd 
in the county, city, city and county, town, tow n- 
ship. or district in which it is situated, In m e 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this Siate, shall, oi. <r 
before the first day of July of each year, pay ;o 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half p ercent upon the gross earning», earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, aud upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gage-:, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­

Army, Division of the Pacific, dated S :n Francisco, California, August 1st: 
T e m p e r a t u r e .—The average July mean tem nerature has Seen m aintained everywhere 
in California, except on the coast line from San Francisco to Los Angeles, where it has 
been in excess from l c to 2°. 
In Oregon and W ashington Territory the excess has in­ 
creased from I o on the coast to from 3° to 6° in the eastern portion. 
U nusually high 
tem peraturi s prevailed in easier» W ashington Territory, Idaho, Nevada and over the 
interior of California from the 8ih to 18th, the m axim um tem perature recorded during 
that tim e being as follows: 
BoDe City, 107°; \\ inneniucca, KKP; W alla W alla, 101°; 
Spokane Falls, 100°, on the 11th—the two latter stations reached the same point again 
on the 16th. Sacramento attained 195°, on the 1-lth ; Red Bliill, 109°; Los Angeles, 95°, 
and San Francisco, 78°, on the 15th. 
Tem peratures of 100°, or over, were reported fr< ni 
Red Bluff and other points in the interior of California from the 10th to the 18th, in­ 
clusive, and again on the 21st and 31st; on the latter date 100° was recorded at Sacra­ 
mento. 
. 
R a i n f a l l . — The precipitation has been in excess of the average in all portions of the 
P a c i f i c c o a s t e x c e p t along the Sacramento and lower Columbia rivers. In the first no 
rain lias fuilen, and in the latter the deficiency is about one half an inch. 
Showers 
occurred north of the Columbia river on the 1st and 2d, 4th to 9th, the 25th, 26th and 
29th ; in Oregon on the 3d, 5th, 7th, lütlUand 20th ; on the northern California coast on 
the 8th. 
Thunder-storm s occurred in Nevada and the m ountain region of eastern California 
from the 12th to the 17th ; in northern California on the 16ih, I7th and 19th, and in 
some localities in the southern part of the State on the 14tli. 
Cloud-bursts were reported in Nevada on the 15th, 17tli and ISth ; in Arizona on the 
17th and 19th, and in the m ountain districts of northern California on the 19th. 
In the citv of San Francisco, and its vicinity, on the 16th .23 o f an inch o f rain fell 
accompanied by a thunder-storm —the first occurrer.cc of the kind recorded in July 
since 1849. This storm was confined to w ithin fifiy miles oi the coast, passing from the 
Salinas to the Sonoma valley, where it disappeared. 
The highest tem perature at San Francisco for July was 78°, being within 5 of the 
highest ever recorded by the S'-gnal Service. The lowest was 50°, which is w ithin 1° of 
the lowest.

The average July cloudiness at San Francisco is 40 per c e n t, and the past m onth has 
been 35 per cent.
